To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rye  in  the 

County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified 

to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Rye  on  Tuesday  the  second  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  vote  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year,  a  Selectman,  Cemetery  Trustee,  Library 
Trustee,  a  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  and  two  members  of  the 
Budget  Committee  for  three  years  and  one  member  of  the 
Budget  Committee  for  one  year. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the 
Rye  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure 
adopted  by  said  district  at  its  March  1962  annual  meeting. 

Article  3.  On  petition  of  Elizabeth  A.  Greene  and 
44  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  is  in  favor  of  having  a  3 -year 
term  for  the  Town  Clerk  in  accordance  with  RSA  Chapter 
41:16  by  inserting  the  following  question  to  be  printed  on 
the  ballot: 

"Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  term  of  the  Town 
Clerk  from  one  year  to  three  years,  beginning  with  the  term 
of  the  Town  Clerk  to  be  elected  at  next  year's  regular  town 
meeting?" 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Rye  by  adding  a  new 
Section  X  entitled  "Pipeline  Code",  to  wit: 

SECTION  X.     PIPELINE  CODE 
10.- 1      ADMINISTRATIVE   SECTION 

(a)  Administration.  This  pipeline  code  shall  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Board  is  hereby 
given  the  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

(b)  Administrative  Responsibility.  Administration  of 
this  Code  is  vested  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  but  they  are  em- 


powered  to  appoint  a  Pipeline  Inspector,  an  Interference  Com- 
mittee, and  such  other  temporary  inspectors  as  they  deem 
necessary  from  time  to  time  to  police  and  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  Code. 

(c)  Inspection  Procedures  and  Fees.  Primary  respon- 
sibilities for  inspections  under  this  Code  are  vested  in  the  Pipe- 
line Inspector,  and  for  all  interference,  cathodic  and  other 
specialized  inspections,  in  the  Interference  Committee,  but  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  their  responsibility  may  be  delegated  by 
such  Inspector  or  Committee  to  one  or  more  technicians  or  en- 
gineers specially  qualified  to  make  any  specialized  pipeline  in- 
spection. The  pipeline  applicant  or  owner  shall  pay  a  filing 
fee  of  $1.00  per  $1,000.00  estimated  value  of  any  pipeline 
project  on  permit  applications,  and  for  all  inspections  required 
under  the  terms  of  this  Code,  shall  pay  the  Town  $35.00  per 
hour  for  the  time  of  one  inspector,  including  travel  time,  plus 
the  amount  of  any  fee  or  charges  assessed  by  any  technician  or 
engineer  reasonably  retained  by  the  Town  to  carry  out  any 
specialized  inspection  required  under  the  terms  of  this  Code. 

(d)  Permits.  No  pipeline  shall  hereafter  be  laid  or 
extended  in  the  Town  of  Rye  without  first  having  applied 
for  and  received  a  permit  under  this  Code.  The  applicant 
shall  also  be  required  to  file  an  application  for  site  review  as 
to  the  pipeline  route  and  layout  with  the  Rye  Planning  Board, 
pursuant  to  usual  site  review  procedures  as  prescribed  by  the 
Rye  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  site  review  approval  shall  be  neces- 
sary preliminary  to  issue  of  a  pipeline  permit.  The  Selectmen 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  upon  any  pipeline  permit  applica- 
tion. The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  prescribe  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  such  applications,  hearings  and  permits.  No  pipeline, 
or  pipeline  extension  shall  be  put  into  operation  without  a 
Certificate  of  Use,  which  may  be  issued  by  the  Pipeline  Inspec- 
tor upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  pipeline  has  been  laid 
or  extended  in  accordance  with  terms  of  site  review  approval 
and  pipeline  permit  and  has  passed  all  inspection  required  by 
this  Code.  After  any  rupture  or  explosion  or  other  shut-down 
of  use  caused  by  accident  or  peril  which  might,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Pipeline  Inspector,  unless  corrected,  endanger  the  area, 
inhabitants,  or  the  integrity  of  the  pipeline  system,  the  existing 
Certificate  of  Use  shall  be  immediately  invalidated.  The  ap- 
plicant must  then  reapply  for  such  certificate  and  it  must  have 
been  properly  issued  by  the  Pipeline  Inspector  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance,  prior  to  renewal  of  use  of  said  pipeline. 

(a)  Enforcement  and  Penalties.  This  Pipeline  Code 
shall  be  enforced  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Pipeline  Inspector, 


or  by  the  Interference  Committee,  either  of  whom  shall  be  em- 
powered to  enter  all  desirable  summary  orders  to  pipeline  own- 
ers, operators,  contractors,  and  any  person  concerned.  Upon 
complaint  of  the  Pipeline  Inspector  or  the  Interference  Com- 
mittee or  of  any  person  or  upon  their  own  initiative,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  initiate  action  to  impose  fines,  enter  cease 
and  desist  orders,  commence  proceedings  at  law  or  equity  for 
injunction,  fines,  or  other  relief,  as  the  circumstances  may  war- 
rant. Violations  of  this  Code  are  subject  to  penalties  not  ex- 
ceeding $100.00  for  each  offense,  provided  that  each  day  any 
violation  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense;  such 
penalties  shall  enure  to  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Rye  unless 
otherwise  required  by  court. 

(f)  Reimbursement.  Pipeline  owners,  operators,  and  con- 
tractors shall  reimburse  the  Town  of  Rye,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  any  other  governmental  body  or  agency,  and  any 
private  individual  for  any  and  all  costs  involved  in  cleaning 
areas  affected  by  accidental  release  of  substances  from  their  pipe- 
lines and  fully  restoring  the  affected  area  to  the  condition  that 
it  was  in  immediately  prior  to  the  accidental  release.  In  those 
cases  of  accidental  release  and  damage  to  the  surrounding  area 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Pipeline  Inspector,  the  clean-up 
and  restoration  costs  will  exceed  $1,000.00  the  pipeline  own- 
ers, operators,  and  contractors  shall  post  a  bond  to  cover  said 
costs  as  estimated  by  the  Pipeline  Inspector.  Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  interpreted  to  interfere  with  or  restrict  in  any 
way  the  right  of  any  person  to  pursue  any  right  of  action  he 
might  have  for  damage  or  injury  incurred  as  a  result  of  any 
accidental  release. 

10.2  REGULATIONS 

(a)  This  Code  prescribes  minimum  requirements  for 
the  design,  materials,  construction,  assembly,  inspection  and 
testing  of  piping,  transporting  liquid  petroleum  and  petroleum 
products,  combustible  gasses,  and  hazardous  liquids,  gasses  and 
slurries.  The  scope  is  as  stated  in  the  various  sections  of  the 
American  National  Standard  Code  for  Pressure  Piping  (ANSI 
B31).  The  minimum  requirements  are  set  forth  in  ANSI  B31 
including  all  referenced  standards  and  as  amended  and  extended 
herein. 

(b)  Classification  of  Steel  Pipe  Construction.  Steel 
pipe  and  pipeline  components  for  the  transport  of  all  materials 
within  the  scope  of  this  Code  shall  be  constructed  using  Design 
Factors  (safety  factors)  no  larger  than  the  values  defined  in 
ANSI  B31.841.il    for  each  Construction  Type. 
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(1)  Construction  Type  A.  The  design  factor  is  0.72 
(not   applicable   to   this  ordinance) . 

(2)  Construction  Type  B.      The  design  factor  is  0.60. 

(3)  Construction  Type  C.  The  design  factor  is  0.50. 

(4)  Construction  Type  D.  The  design  factor  is  0.40. 

(c)  Classification  of  Potential  Hazard.  Any  application 
made  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  include  sufficient  tech- 
nical documentation  to  permit  evaluation  by  the  Pipeline  In- 
spector of  the  degree  of  hazard  involved  and  the  determination 
by  said  Pipeline  Inspector  of  the  hazard  type  classification  for 
the  materials  to  be  transported. 

(1)  Type  1  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  1  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  would  have  only 
minor  impact  upon  human  activities,  health,  and  wildlife  at 
the  time  of  their  release,  and  no  detectable  impact  after  one 
year.  These  materials  are  either  self-dispersing  or  amenable  to 
total  clean-up.  With  assured  clean-up  capability,  liquid  fuel 
having  high  flash  temperatures  may  be  considered  for  inclusion 
in  this  classification. 

(2)  Type  2  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  2  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  would  present  a  haz- 
ard to  human  activities,  health  and  wildlife.  This  classification 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  combustible  gasses,  liquid  fuels 
with  low  flash  temperatures,  materials  whose  vapors  are  toxic, 
or  which  leave  toxic  residues. 

(3)  Type  3  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  3  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  would  have  minor 
impact  upon  biologically  sensitive  areas  at  the  time  of  their  re- 
lease and  no  detectable  impact  after  one  year.  These  materials 
are  either  self-dispersing  or  amenable  to  total  clean-up  without 
ecological  damage  by  the  clean-up  methods.  Combustible  gasses 
which  do  not  leave  toxic  residues  with  or  without  combustion 
may  be  considered  for  this  classification. 

(4)  Type  4  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  4  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  wold  present  a  hazard 
to  biologically  sensitive  areas.  This  classification  includes,  but 
is  not  limited  to,  liquid  petroleum  and  petroleum  products  and 
materials  which  leave  a  toxic  residue. 

(5)  Type  5  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  5  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  if  released  into  a  public  water  supply,  pru- 
dent water  supply  management  would  require  suspension  of  use 
of  the  supply  for  more  than  six  hours  or  would  require  purg- 
ing of  either  the  supply  or  distribution  system.  This  category 


includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  liquid  petroleum  and  petroleum 
products,  refinery  wastes,  and  gasses  which  leave  a  toxic  residue 
after  dissipating, 

(d)  Classification  of  Locations.  Location  classifications 
1  through  4  as  defined  in  ANSI  B3 1.841  specifically  include 
the  following  locations  and  are  indicated  on  the  Town  of  Rye 
Pipeline  Map  which  is  incorporated  herein. 

(1)  Class   1   Location.  Not  applicable  to  this  ordinance. 

(2)  Class   2  Location.  Not  applicable  to  this  ordinance. 

(3)  Class   3   Location.  Not  applicable  to  this  ordinance. 

(4)  Class  4  Location.  Class  4  locations  include  areas 
designated  on  the  Rye  Pipeline  Map  and  areas  closer  than  350 
feet  to  any  area  of  concentrated  human  occupancy,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  schools,  churches,  dormitories,  labor-inten- 
sive offices,  laboratories  and  factories,  and  athletic  fields  with 
facilities  to  accommodate  spectators.  In  the  case  of  liquids  being 
pipelined  this  distance  may  be  required  to  be  increased  on  the 
downgrades  and  allowed  to  be  decreased  on  the  upgrades  pro- 
vided evacuation  routes  are  not  infringed  upon. 

(5)  Class  5  Location.  Class  5  locations  include  areas  of 
biological  sensitivity  such  that  the  particular  material  being 
transported,  if  it  escaped,  would  cause  major  ecological  upset 
for  a  period  of  more  than  one  growing  year  over  an  area  larger 
than  0.3  acres.  In  determining  the  potential  impact,  considera- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  flow  rate,  the  volume  of  the  pipeline 
block,  the  valve  shut-off  time,  and  the  maximum  time  between 
occurrence  of  upset  and  the  execution  of  the  shut-down  com- 
mand. 

(6)  Class  6  Locations.  Class  6  locations  include  the 
watersheds  of  public  water  supplies.  Only  that  portion  of  the 
watershed  is  included  from  which  a  spill  might  reasonably  be 
expected  to  sooner  or  later  reach  the  water  supplies,  given  the 
nature  of  the  material  being  transported,  the  flow  rate,  the 
volume  of  the  block,  the  valve  shut-off  time,  and  the  maximum 
time  between  occurrence  of  an  upset  and  the  execution  of  the 
shut-down  command. 

(7)  Class  7  Location.  Class  7  locations  include  areas  of 
special  sensitivity  and/or  uniqueness,  including  biological, 
zoological,  geographical,  and  historical. 

(e)  Minimum  Type  of  Construction.  The  minimum 
type  of  construction  is  determined  by  the  Location  Class  and 
the  Hazard  Type  according  to  Table  1.

(f)      Special  Considerations. 

;  (1)  Valves  and  Instrumentation.  Notwithstanding 
zoning  restrictions  on  business  and  business  related  facilities, 
proposals  may  be  submitted  for  locating  valves  and  instrumen- 
tation in  any  zone,  in  accordance  with  best  pipelining  practice. 

(2)  Induced  Electrical  Currents.  Pipelines  installed  par- 
allel to  electrical  power  lines  shall  be  so  designed  as  tO'  be  free 
from  deleterious  effects  from  induced  electrical  currents.  If  the 
net  current  or  voltage  along  a  parallel  power  line  is  increased, 
or  if  a  parallel  railroad  is  electrified,  the  pipeline  owner  must 
ascertain  the  effects  on  the  pipeline  and  report  these  to  the  Town 
together  with  proposed  steps  to  mitigate  the  effects,  if  required 
to  maintain  pipeline  integrity.  Extraordinary  measures  or  aban- 
donment may  be  required  in  the  case  of  a  pipeline  parallel  to  an 
electrified  railroad  using  direct  current  with  ground  or  rail 
return. 

(3)  Materials  Traceability.  No  Certificate  of  Use  will 
be  issued  until  the  mill  source  has  been  established  for  all  pipe, 
weld  filler  metal,  coating  materials,  rock  shields,  valves,  instru- 
ments and  any  other  materials  connected  with  pipeline  integrity. 
The  records  delivered  to  the  Town  shall  include  the  specific 
location  of  each  item,  and  shall  be  in  the  form  of  originals,  or 
certified  copies,  or  certified  microfilm  copies.  In  the  case  of  used 
or  rebuilt  materials,  the  organization  certifying  the  materials  as 
complying  may  be  listed  as  the  source.  This  pertains  to  both 
initial  construction  and  repair. 

(4)  Cathodic  Protection.  If  cathodic  protection  is  used, 
the  Town  will  convene  from  time  to  time  a  mandatory  Inter- 
ference Committee  of  all  parties  involved  with  underground 
crossings.  This  Committee  will  recommend  to  the  Town  prac- 
tices for  the  mutual  protection  of  all  underground  facilities. 
The   Town    may   then   set   mandatory   requirements    for  each 
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crossing.  Bonding,  if  used,  shall  be  accomplished  in  such  a  way 
that  it  will  not  interfere  with  coating  resistance  measurements. 

(5)  A  communication  link  between  the  pipeline  dis- 
patch center  and  local  communications  network  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  at  all  times  by  pipeline  owner  (s)  or  op- 
erator (s)  . 

(6)  In  the  event  that  rights-of-way  should  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  pipelines,  maintenance  of  such  rights-of- 
way  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  operating  company. 

(7)  Any  transporting  of  heavy  equipment  in  the  Town 
of  Rye  will  first  be  approved  by  the  Town  Highway  Agent 
before  any  permits  are  issued. 

(g)  Pipeline  Integrity.  Of  particular  concern  to  pipe- 
line integrity  are  interior  corrosion  and/or  erosion,  exterior  cor- 
rosion, stress,  and  mechanical  damage.  An  annual  report  of 
pipeline  integrity  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Town.  One  or  more 
of  the  following  forms  of  evidence  shall  be  submitted. 

( 1 )  Direct  Inspection  and  Operating  Records.  When- 
ever the  line  is  opened  whether  accidentally  or  in  the  course  of 
normal  operation,  locally  or  within  100  miles  of  the  Town, 
the  Town  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  examine  and  make 
appropriate  tests  of  the  integrity.  In  addition,  the  operating 
and  maintenance  records  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Town. 
Failure  to  provide  notice  and  the  opportunity  to  examine  any 
opening,  or  failure  to  make  records  available  at  any  time,  or 
missing  records  invalidate  Direct  Inspection  and  Operating 
Records  as  a  means  to  assure  integrity. 

(2)  Pipeline  Logger.  For  pipeline  logger  evidence  to  be 
acceptable  all  points  on  the  line  not  accessible  to  the  logger  shall 
be  accessible  to  100%  manual  ultrasonic  wall  thickness  meas- 
urement, and  these  data  shall  be  presented  with  the  logger  data. 

(3)  Hydrostatic  Tests.  Hydrostatic  testing  according  to 
ANSI  B31.437  and/or  ANSI  B3 1.841  is  acceptable  for  as- 
surance of  integrity  except  that  all  waivers  such  as  ANSI 
B3 1.841.413  shall  require  permission  of  the  Town  before  be- 
coming acceptable. 

(4)  Coating  Integrity.  All  steel  pipelines  shall  have 
protective  coatings.  Electrical  test  leads  shall  be  installed  at  all 
cased  crossings  and  at  regular  intervals  along  the  line.  Electrical 
resistance  measurements  shall  be  annually  witnessed  by  and  re- 
ported to  the  Town.  If  the  Inspector  (s)  doubt  the  integrity 
of  the  coatings,  they  may  require  submission  of  resistance  mea-

surements  at  shorter  intervals.  The  integrity  of  the  coating  is 
in  doubt  if  there  occurs  either  a  drop  in  resistance  or  low  re- 
sistance. Low  resistance  at  cased  crossings  may  also  indicate  in- 
creased stress  on  the  pipe. 

(5)  Reduced  or  Uncertain  Integrity.  Town  Inspectors 
may  conclude  that  the  pipeline  integrity  has  been  reduced  or  is 
uncertain  on  the  basis  of  an  annual  integrity  report,  or  inspec- 
tion of  openings,  or  tests  or  evidence  of  stress,  or  dynamic  soil 
conditions,  or  earthquakes,  or  lightning,  or  digging  in  juxtapo- 
sition to  the  pipe.  If  prompt  corrective  action  is  not  taken  to 
correct  the  problem,  the  Inspector  (s)  may  require  that  the  last 
operating  pressure  shall  be  considered  to  be  a  test  pressure,  and 
the  operating  pressure  shall  immediately  be  reduced  by  a  factor 
of  1.25  and  automatic  reliefs  and  cut-offs  shall  be  re-set  to 
that  value.  If  the  threat  to  the  public  welfare  is  sufficiently 
serious  the  Inspector  (s)  may  require  that  use  of  the  line  be 
discontinued. 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  3  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  by 
adding  a  new  Paragraph  6,  to  wit: 

"6.  Construction  or  alteration  of  septic  systems  must 
comply  with  side  and  rear  yard  requirements  of  the  zoning 
regulations  to  preclude  the  flowage  onto  abutting  proper- 
ty (ies)  ." 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  2  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  by  de- 
leting the  definition  of  "Lot  Depth"  and  adding  a  new  defini- 
tion, to  wit: 

"Lot  Depth:  The  mean  distance  from  the  front  or  street 
line  of  the  lot  to  the  extreme  rear  lot  line  measured  on  a  line 
which  is  the  mean  direction  of  the  side  lot  lines.  If  upon  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  Planning  Board  a  particular  lot  is  found  to 
be  of  an  odd  or  unusual  configuration,  it  is  within  the  sole 
jurisdiction  of  the  Planning  Board  to  determine  the  acceptance 
and  suitability  of  the  mean  depth  of  said  lot." 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  7.  On  petition  of  Patricia  A.  Latham  and  1 2 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create,  establish  and 
maintain  in  the  Town  a  Mosquito  Control  District  under  the 
provisions  of  RSA  Chapter  43  7A.  The  boundaries  of  the  Dis- 
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trict  will  be  the  boundaries  of  the  Town.  The  Commissioners 
of  the  District  will  try  to  eliminate  breeding  conditions  for 
mosquitoes.  A  joint  effort  wth  neighboring  towns  will  be 
encouraged. 

We  further  petition  the  Town  to  raise  and  appropriate: 

(a)  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00)  to  con- 
duct a  breeding  site  survey  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1976 
and  report  their  findings  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the 
Citizens  of  Rye  by  Sept.   1,  1976. 

(b)  An  additional  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,- 
500.00)  to  initiate  control  measures  recommended  by  the 
Commissioners   and   approved   by   the   Selectmen. 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

You  are  hereby  further  notified  to  adjourn  to  meet  at 
the  Rye  Junior  High  School  on  the  sixth  day  of  March,  next, 
at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  vote  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  from  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
five  percent  discount  on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  thirty 
days  from  the  mailing  of  the  tax  bills. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  sell  a  certain  piece  of  property  deeded  to 
the  Town  by  the  Tax  Collector  to  Keith  A.  Fritz.  The  cost 
to  be  the  amount  due  for  delinquent  taxes  plus  accumulated 
charges  and  interest  to  date  of  sale.  This  Article  is  inserted  to 
clear  title  in  settlement  of  an  estate.  This  parcel  is  identified  as 
plot  number  23  page  number  1 1  of  the  Rye  Tax  Map. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  establish  a  voluntary  rubbish  recycling  pro- 
gram wherein  glass,  paper  and  aluminum  will  be  placed  in  sep- 
arate containers  for  delivery  to  a  refuse  collection  point,  addi-

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Selectmen's  Report 

As  this  is  being  written,  we  are  looking  forward  to  cele- 
brating the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  our 
nation  and  the  two  hundred  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  incor- 
poration of  Rye  as  a  Town. 

History  relates  that  the  first  settlement  in  Nev/  Hamp- 
shire was  in  Rye. 

David  Thompson  selected  a  point  at  Little  Harbor  as  "a 
fitt  place  to  build  their  houses  and  habitacons",  which  place 
was  named  Pannaway  in  1623.  This  site  is  now  the  Odiorne 
State  Park. 

Rye  became  a  separate  parish  in  1726,  having  previously 
been  part  of  Portsmouth,  New  Castle,  Greenland  and  Hamp- 
ton. Rye  finally  became  officially  established  as  a  separate 
Town  in  1785. 

(Ref.  History  of  Rye  by  L.  B.  Parsons) 

The  Bicentennial  Committee,  chaired  by  Ralph  E.  Mor- 
ang.  III,  conducted  a  most  enjoyable  observance  of  July  fourth 
1975.  This  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  who  attended. 
It  is  anticipated  that  numerous  events  will  follow  this  year. 

Favorable  action  on  Article  6  of  the  1975  Town  War- 
rant permits  absentee  voting  at  Town  elections  for  any  person 
who  is  absent  from  the  Town  or  by  reason  of  physical  dis- 
ability, is  unable  to  vote  in  person  on  the  day  of  the  annual 
election  of  Town  Officers.  The  same  provision  applies  to 
School  District  elections. 

The  storm  drain  program  started  in  1974  continued  in 
1975  enabling  the  Highway  Department  to  eliminate  numerous 
problem  areas.  It  is  requested  that  this  program  be  continued 
in   1976. 

No  action  was  taken  to  re-establish  drainage  ditches  in  the 
marshes  to  control  mosquitoes  using  Federal  funds,  as  author- 
ized by  Articles  17  and  18  of  the  Warrant  l^ecause  no  funds 
were  available  to  meet  the  engineering  requirements  of  the  Wa- 
ter Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  and  the  Special 
Fill  and  Dredge  Board.  It  is  hoped  that  our  representatives  to

the  legislature  will  press  for  an  amendment  to  the  Fill  and 
Dredge  law  to  permit  maintenance  of  existing  waterways  with- 
out all  the  engineering  requirements. 

The  mosquito  spray  program  was  suspended  for  two 
weeks  in  July  due  to  numerous  claims  against  the  Town  for 
damage  to  the  paint  on  automobiles.  Spraying  was  resumed 
when  the  mosquitoes  became  unbearable. 

The  dump  question  is  still  not  completely  settled.  As  of 
this  writing  we  have  leased  7. 1  acres  at  the  intersection  of 
Washington  and  Lafayette  Roads  and  are  awaiting  a  license 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  operate  the  dump. 

The  Town  of  Rye  has  been  accepted  into  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  program.  This  enables  residents  of  Rye  to  ob- 
tain flood  insurance  at  government  subsidized  rates. 

The  Planning  Board  is  submitting  a  Pipe  Line  Code  to 
be  voted  on  at  the  election.  This  code  will  provide  regulations 
for  oil  and  gas  pipe  line  installation  and  give  the  Town  proper 
protection  should  such  an  installation  occur. 

Special  thanks  go  to  Mrs.  Judith  Paterson  for  her  assist- 
ance in  formulating  this  code. 

The  Town  Hall  renovation  is  still  in  progress.  The 
parking  lot  and  retaining  wall  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the 
weather  is  suitable  in  the  Spring.  We  had  to  renew  the  septic 
system  and  drainage  field  and  install  a  complete  new  water  ser- 
vice to  the  building.  These  jobs  were  not  anticipated  when  we 
were  planning  for  further  improvements  last  year. 

The  office  space  was  completed  and  occupied  March  5. 
Now  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  are  in  the 
same  building.  Offices  are  open  from  8:00  A.M.  until  4:30 
P.M.   daily. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  sympathy  to  the  family  of  John 
Kelly  who  served  as  a  member  of  the  Budget  Committee  and 
as  Mosquito  Control  Chairman  for  seven  years.

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Highway   Agent's   Report 

Progress  in  the  numerous  areas  of  my  responsibility  is 
outlined  below  with  the  exceptions  of  the  dump  and  mos- 
quitoes which  are  under  separate  reports. 

Many  residents  have  now  visited  the  renovated  interior  of 
our  Town  Hall  and  the  Town  Offices.  The  exterior  work 
is  now  underway  using  Highway  Department  manpower 
under  my  direction.  This  work  includes  a  completely  new 
septic  system  and  foundation  repair,  unplanned  for  in  the 
original  estimate,  as  well  as  driveway  and  parking  lot  con- 
struction, landscaping,  and  a  fieldstone  retaining  wall.  In 
utilizing  my  crew  between  tree  work,  paving,  etc.,  completion 
may  be  delayed  but  savings  will  be  considerable. 

It  is,  therefore,  discouraging  to  plan  and  work  to  save 
money  in  one  area  only  to  see  those  savings  eroded  through 
a  soaring  rise  in  vandalism.  Sign  posts  at  six  dollars  and 
signs  ranging  from  twelve  to  twenty-five  dollars  a  piece,  re- 
placed as  frequently  as  three  times  per  week  on  some  occasions, 
cost  both  tax  dollars  and  man  hours.  Parental  responsibility 
and  conscientious  citizenry  are  necessary  to  bring  about 
changes. 

The  drainage  program  has  seen  some  progress  with  ex- 
tensive problems  resolved  on  Surf  Lane  and  Jenness  Ave.  as 
well  as  a  portion  of  Wallis  Road.  Engineering  studies,  acquis- 
ition of  easements,  and  budgeting  has  been  undertaken  to 
initiate  correction  of  poor  drainage  on  Washington  Road  near 
the  intersection  with  Route  1,  Park  Ridge  onto  Wallis  Road, 
McLaughlin  Drive,  Atlantic  Avenue,  and  Ken-Phill  Avenue. 
Many  of  these  areas,  plus  others  yet  to  be  dealt  with,  are  the 
result  of  insufficient  planning  on  the  part  of  the  original  de- 
velopers. Following  acceptance  of  a  sub-division  road  pro- 
posal by  the  Planning  Board,  only  daily  observation  of  the 
actual  road  construction  enables  me  to  inform  you  accurately 
of  the  quality  of  that  road  and  its  associated  drainage  when  it 
comes  before  you  for  your  acceptance. 

During  1975  seventy  trees  were  removed  with  no  finan- 
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cial  assistance  from  the  telephone  company  and  only  a  mini- 
mal amount  from  Public  Service.  Several  enormous  elms 
required  both  crane  and  skyworker.  Many  more  trees  are 
marked  for  removal  and  priority  is  generally  established  in 
relation  to  public  safety  needs.  Each  abutter  is  notified 
prior  to  removal. 

This  past  year  the  following  areas  were  resurfaced:  the 
Fire  Station,  Rye  Center  including  the  Town  parking  lot,  por- 
tions of  Central  Road  to  the  intersection  of  South  Road, 
Church  Road,  Highland  Park  Ave.,  and  Concord  Point. 
Tentative  extension  plans  of  the  Rye  Water  District,  which 
are  in  turn  awaiting  resolution  of  the  dump  problem,  will 
delay  resurfacing  of  Central  Road  from  the  highway  building 
to  Locke  Road,  Locke,  Harbor,  Grove,  and  Garland  Roads. 

Several  extensive  road  rebuilding  projects  arc  being 
planned  to  utilize  TRA  funds:  Blueberry  Lane,  pending  land 
transfer  from  Charles  Green,  Love  Lane,  and  a  portion  of 
South  Road  from  the  intersection  of  Central  Road  northward. 
It  is  anticipated  that  shortly  we  will  possess  our  own  gravel 
source    (see  Dump  Report) . 

Following  several  relatively  open  winters,  the  heavier 
more  normal  snowfall  of  this  season  to  date  combined  with 
the  growth  of  our  town  necessitates  review  of  both  methods 
and  equipment.  Last  year  a  '68  Dodge  dump  truck  was 
traded  in  toward  a  1975  -  1700  International  truck  with 
plow  and  hydraulic  wing.  This  vehicle  has  been  assigned  to 
main  roads  where  the  plow-wing  combination  clears  and 
widens  in  one  operation  cutting  the  plowing  time  in  half. 
Results  have  been  excellent.  My  next  priority  is  to  update 
clearance  of  our  numerous  dead  end  roads  and  assure  passage 
in  areas  of  severe  drifting  in  blizzard  conditions.  Investiga- 
tion and  research  of  the  most  successful  methods  in  such  areas 
indicate  that  our  next  major  purchase  should  be  a  versatile 
articulated  tractor  capable  of  snow  removal  in  the  worst  con- 
ditions as  well  as  road  construction. 

One  year  ago  my  annual  report  brought  two  dangerous 
intersections  to  your  attention,  Cable  Road  as  it  enters  Central 
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and  Langs  Corner.  I  have  initiated  traffic  surveys  and  en- 
gineering studies  and,  at  this  time,  three  possible  solutions  to 
each  problem  have  been  presented  to  the  Selectmen  for  their 
action. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  both  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  the  Town  Office  Staff  for 
their  continued  cooperation  and  to  add  a  special  word  of 
thanks  to  the  members  of  my  crew,  for  few  stop  to  think  that 
for  six  months  of  the  year,  whether  snow  is  falling  or  not, 
these  men  alter  their  life  styles  in  order  to  be  available  and, 
when  snow  does  come — weekends,  holidays,  midnight  or  3 
A.M. — you  and  I  can  both  depend  on  them.

The  year  1975  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Fire 
Department.  The  members  and  I  would  like  to  sincerely 
thank  the  Selectmen's  Secretary,  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Col- 
lector and  all  others  who  helped  us  in  any  way  this  past 
year. 

We  are  still  waiting  delivery  of  our  new  fire  truck.  They 
tell  us  it  will  be  delivered  sometime  in  February    1976. 

Through  membership  in  the  Seacoast  Chief  Fire  Offi- 
cers' Association,  the  department  again  this  year  was  able  to 
purchase  most  of  our  new  equipment  through  'Group  Pur- 
chasing' saving  the  Taxpayers  quite  a  few  dollars. 

Your  Fire  Department  responded  to  124  calls  this  year, 
compared  to  114  for  the  year  1974.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  calls  for  1975. 

Smoke  calls — 11,  fire  in  buildings — 12,  flooded  oil 
burners — 6,  auto  and  truck  fires — 3,  electrical  appliances — 9, 
fire  alarms — 2,  chimney  fires — 6,  auto  and  truck  accidents 
— 8,  grass  and  brush  fires — 15,  public  assist — 8,  false  alarms 
— 4,  brush  dump — 1,  roadside  fires — 1,  lost  person — 1, 
station  cover — 3,  ambulance  assist — 10,  camp  fires — 2,  oil 
spills — 4,  resuscitator — 1,  unattended  permit  fires — 2, 
chlorine — 1,  mutual  aid  to  Portsmouth — 5,  North  Hampton 
— 3,     Hampton — 4,      Greenland — 2. 

Rye  received  mutual  aid  from  Portsmouth  four  times, 
North   Hampton   three   and   Greenland  once. 

The  Department  issued  96  permits  for  fires  on  the 
beach. 

The  Annual  Christmas  Party  and  Parade  was  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  Rye  Lions  Club  and  the  Rye  V.F.W. 
Post  with  a  large  group  of  children  greeted  by  Santa. 

The  members  of  the  Department  would  like  to  thank 
the  Fire  Department  Ladies  Auxiliary,  and  others  who 
helped,  for  their  fine  work  in  assisting  with  food,  coffee,  etc. 
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at  the  fire  scenes  throughout  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  sponsors  who  made  our 
Bicentennial  Calendar  a  real  success.

Your  House  Numbers  so  the  people  trying  to  answer  your 
call  for  help  can  find  you  without  delay.

The  Rye  Department  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who 
assisted  and  helped  the  department  this  past  year. 

With  citizen  participation  the  Police  Department  can 
function  properly.  With  citizen  interest  and  participation 
the  Town  will  begin  to  make  a  real  impact  on  crime. 

With  the  Selectmen  and  Tax  Collector  moving  to  their 
new  office  at  the  Town  Hall,  their  office  has  given  to  the 
Police  Department  a  little  more  privacy  for  the  Chief  and 
patrolman  when  wanting  a  conference  with  someone.  The 
patrolmen  got  together  and  cleaned  the  office  before  the  de- 
partment moved  into  it.  They  also  cleaned  and  renovated 
the  front  office  after  the  chief  moved  out  of  it.  It  was  a  fine 
job  done  by  the  men  of  the  department  at  no  expense  to  the 
town  for  labor.  A  lot  of  the  maiterials  and  all  the  paint  was 
donated  to  the  department.  All  other  material  needed  was 
bought  and  paid  for  by  the  town,  keeping  the  cost  to  a  mini- 
mum. A  job  well  done  by  your  Policemen  with  little  ex- 
pense to  you,  the  taxpayer,  and  we  welcome  you  to  come  in 
and  have  a  look  at  your  local  Police  Station. 

With  the  increased  paper  work  required  by  the  depart- 
ment and  manual  record  keeping  I  am  asking  the  Town  for 
a  Clerk-dispatcher  for  the  Police  Department  Office  this 
year.  The  Police  Department  always  had  a  clerk,  but  before 
I  became  Chief  we  lost  our  clerk  and  the  position  has  never 
been  filled  and  the  paper  work  keeps  piling  up. 

The  increased  use  of  the  highways  by  bicycle  riders  and 
next  year  being  the  Bicentennial  year  and  the  increase  in 
bicycles  on  the  highways  of  Rye,  here  are  a  few  of  the  laws 
for  your  safety  when  riding  a  bicycle  under  New  Hampshire 
Laws  Chapter  No.  250. 

250:ll-d  Every  bicyle  operated  upon  any  highway 
during  darkness  shall  be  equipped  with  a  lamp  emitting  a 
white  light  visible  from  a  distance  of  three  hundred  feet  in 
front  of  the  bicycle  and  with  a  red  reflector  on  the  rear  of  a 
type  approved  by  the  department  which  shall  be  visible  from

a  distance  of  three  hundred  feet  to  the  rear  when  directly  in 
front  of  lawful  upper  beams  of  headlights  on  a  motor  vehicle. 
A  lamp  emitting  a  red  light  visible  from  three  hundred  feet  to 
the  rear  may  be  used  in  addition  to  the  red  reflector. 

250:17-A-I  A  person  propelling  a  bicycle  shall  not 
ride  other  than  upon  or  astride  a  permanent  and  regular  seat 
attached  thereto. 

II  No  bicycle  shall  be  used  to  carry  more  persons  at  one 
time  than  the  number  for  which  it  is  designed  and  equipped. 

III  Every  person  operating  a  bicycle  upon  a  roadway 
shall  ride  as  near  to  the  right  side  of  the  roadway  as  practic- 
able, exercising  due  care  when  passing  a  standing  vehicle  or 
one  proceeding  in  the  same  direction. 

IV  Persons  riding  bicycles  upon  a  roadway  shall  not 
ride  more  than  (2)  two  abreast  except  on  paths  or  parts  of 
roadways  set  aside  for  the  exclusive  use  of  bicycles.

Rye  Municipal  Court 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  year,  353  cases  were  disposed  of 
by  the  Court.  The  majority  of  cases  were  motor  vehicle 
violations.  There  were  also  misdemeanors,  violations  of 
town  ordinances  and  stop  sign  violations,  all  considered  to  be 
minor  violations. 

This  year  saw  the  introducion  of  several  changes  in  the 
administration  of  the  court  process.  The  new  code  was  intro- 
duced and  standardization  of  forms  was  introduced  through- 
out the  District  and  Municipal  Courts  of  New  Hampshire  by 
the  Administrative  Committee.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the 
goal  of  the  Committee  to  establish  a  more  orderly  administra- 
tion of  the  Courts. 

The  Rye  Municipal  Court  has  adopted  the  standardized 
forms  and  also  is  now  accepting  pleas  on  minor  motor  vehicle 
offenses  by  mail.  This  practice  allows  for  pleas  of  guilty  to 
be  submitted  without  the  necessity  of  appearance  by  the  de- 
fendant. Although  it  is  more  time  consuming  for  the  Court, 
it  provides  a  more  convenient  method  of  disposition  for  the 
public.  All  defendants,  of  course,  have  the  option  of  being 
heard  or  their  cases  tried  if  they  desire. 

The  Court  also  established  a  schedule  for  pleas  and  ar- 
raignments on  every  Monday  evening,  and  trial  dates  on  every 
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Wednesday  morning.  This  schedule  is  utilizing  both 
judges  and  promoting  an  efficient  method  of  conducting 
Court  sessions.  However,  this  schedule  is  flexible  and  in 
cases  of  necessity,  hearings  are  held  as  deemed  appropriate  on 
an  individual  basis  as  required  by  law.  ■.-,-■, 

The  Rye  Municipal  Court  continues  to  function  within 
the  guidelines  set  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Select- 
men, Rye  Police,  State  Police,  N.H.  Fish  and  Game  personnel 
and  all  other  interested  persons  who  have  made  the  operation 
of  the  Court  successful  throughout  the  year.

Southeastern  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission 

Report   of  Representatives 

The  Town  of  Rye  continued  its  participation  in  the 
Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission. 
The  cost  is  60  cents  per  capita  and  is  well  worth  it  to  the  Town. 
Our  money  is  used  to  provide  us  with  professional  planning 
help,  something  our  boards  often  need. 

The  staff  provided  technical  assistance  to  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  Solid  Waste 
Study  Commission.  The  assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  in- 
cludes review  of  subdivision  plans,  administrative  assistance, 
and  recommendations  for  zoning  ordinance,  building  code  and 
subdivision  regulations.  One  staff  member  has  office  hours  for 
four  hours  a  week  in  Rye  as  Planning  Board  Assistant  and 
attends  every  Planning  Board  meeting  and  hearing.  Assistance 
to  the  Conservation  Commission  included  providing  informa- 
tion and  advice  on  mosquito  control  techniques  and  advice  on 
a  complete  mapping  of  the  control  ditches  in  the  Rye  salt  marsh 
and  a  pilot  ditch  map  project  in  cooperation  with  a  UNH  stu- 
dent. Two  staff  members  provided  the  assistance  and  attended 
two  meetings  of  the  Commission  as  well  as  preparing  some 
memoranda.  The  assistance  to  the  Solid  Waste  Study  Com- 
mittee involved  one  staff  member's  attendance  at  a  meeting  and 
the  use  of  the  Commission  library. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  performs  planning  for  the 
entire  region.  Membership  gives  us  both  a  voice  and  a  vote  on 
these  planning  projects.   Although  the  Commission's  findings 
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and  recommendations  on  major  issues  may  be  controversial,  it 
is  often  the  only  professional,  independent,  local,  agency  able 
to  review  proposed  projects  in  an  objective  fashion.

Rye  Ambulance  Corps 

This  past  year  of  1975  has  been  very  important  for  the 
Ambulance  Corps.  We  have  purchased  and  equipped  a  new 
Cadillac  ambulance.  It  is  completely  air  conditioned  and  has 
the  very  latest  up-to-date  emergency  equipment  installed  and 
ready  to  use.  The  people  of  Rye  have  a  right  to  be  proud  of 
the  availability  of  such  a  vehicle. 

During  the  past  year,  six  of  the  Corps  members  com- 
pleted the  State  sponsored  Emergency  Medical  Technician 
course.  This  is  an  81 -hour  training  course  which  members 
may  take  on  their  own  time.  We  also  have  two  members  who 
are  qualified  as  Red  Cross  First  Aid  Instructors. 

There  is  still  a  great  need  for  volunteers.  No  experience 
is  necessary — we  will  train  you.  Minimum  age  is  18  years.  If 
the  Corps  is  going  to  continue  to  function,  we  must  have  ad- 
ditional help.    Please  consider  it. 

We  want  to  thank  all  of  those  who  helped  us  during  the 
year,   especially   the  Fire  and  Police  Departments.    Their  co- 
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operation  has  been  outstanding  and  their  assistance  invaluable. 

The  ambulance  responded  to  216  calls    in     1975.      The 
breakdown  is  as  follows:

Rye  Conservation  Commission 

Report   for    1975 

Principal  concern  for  the  year  was  Wetland  Zoning,  in 
the  hope  this  could  come  up  for  Town  vote  in  March  1976. 
The  revised  Soil  Survey  was  finally  completed  and  reached 
Rye  in  August.  With  this  in  hand,  a  Wetland  wording  was 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  in  August  in  expectation 
that  there  would  be  time  to  check  it  through.  Two  joint 
work  sessions  were  held  in  December.  The  first  public  hearing 
was  scheduled  for  January  6th. 

Eco-Education  is  a  continued  concern.  Members  of  the 
Commission  have  assisted  at  the  Elementary  School  in  plan- 
ning ways  that  the  Nature  Trail  can  be  tied  in  with  class 
studies.  A  scholarship  was  given  to  Ruth  Dow,  Elementary 
teacher,  to  attend  a  conservation  training  week.  At  Odiorne 
Point  State  Park,  the  Commission  was  represented  in  helping 
plan  trails  development,  and  in  planning  for  a  year-round 
Visitor  Center.  We  served  as  local  advisors  for  the  Interns 
handling  the  Odiorne  Point  Nature  Center. 

One  property  parcel  was  received  as  a  donation.     This 
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is  located  on  Huntervale  Avenue.      A  neighborhood  commit- 
tee handles   the  direct  care  of  the  lot. 

We  have  also  received  a  small  parcel  on  Locke  Road, 
corner  of  Ocean  Boulevard. 

The  Conservation  Commission  now  receives  a  copy  of 
each  Rye  Dredge  and  Fill  application  to  the  Special  Board. 
We  have  expressed  site  evaluations,  with  descriptions  and 
opinions  to  the  Special  Board  in  Concord.  We  have  tried  to 
keep  track  of  local  subdivisions  also.

Mosquito  Report 

Mr.  Jack  Kelly  voluntarily  served  the  Town  of  Rye  as 
Chairman  of  the  Mosquito  Control  Committee  for  many  years. 
Following  his  untimely  death  last  spring  the  Selectmen  asked 
that  I  carry  out  his  plans  as  I  was  familiar  with  them  and  my 
men  and  equipment  were  used  in  the  program. 

The  spraying  equipment  used  through  1974  was  com- 
pletely worn  out.  It  had  run  on  clear  malathion.  Mr.  Kelly  had 
ordered  new  spray  machinery  of  a  type  recommended  by  experts 
in  the  field.  In  May,  Fred  Millett  one  of  my  spray  truck  op- 
erators, and  Ralph  Morang,  Selectman,  traveled  to  the  manu- 
facturer in  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  for  instruction  in  operation  of  the 
machine  at  the  plant  and  then  brought  it  back  with  them.  This 
machine  operates  on  a  7  to  7^4%  ratio  of  malathion  mixed 
with  water  as  recommended  by  State  standards. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  spray  truck  entered 
driveways  on  request  in  an  attempt  to  obtain  greater  coverage. 
The  program  was  operating  quite  effectively  in  accessible  areas 
until  the  second  week  of  July.  Charging  mosquito  spray  dam- 
age to  car  paint,  a  claim  for  $494.00  was  presented  to  the 
Selectmen  followed  closely  by  three  others  whose  demands  to-

taled  $1,181.00.  On  advice  of  Council,  Selectmen  suspended 
the  program  until  these  claims  were  investigated.  Malathion 
was  never  proven  to  be  the  culprit. 

The  entire  community  suffered.  During  that  ten  day 
period  more  than  three  hundred  telephone  calls  were  received 
in  the  Town  offices  requesting  that  the  program  be  resumed 
and  expressing  no  sympathy  for  those  claiming  new  car  paint 
jobs. 

When  I  was'  instructed  to  resume  the  program,  the  dam- 
age had  been  done  for,  in  the  interim,  the  mosquito  population 
had  exploded  and  we  were  never  able  to  regain  our  position  in 
the  battle  The  three  men  who  alternately  operate  the  mosquito 
truck  when  weather  permits  often  received  uncalled  for  abuse 
despite  faithful  adherence  to  their  schedules. 

Rye,  and  other  coastal  communities,  has  always  had  the 
double  problem  of  both  salt  and  fresh  water  mosquitoes  whose 
staggering  hatching  patterns  keep  us  so  well  supplied.  Stand- 
ing water,  even  in  small  quantities,  provides  the  breeding 
ground.  Marsh  drainage,  done  in  the  30's  has  been  somewhat 
blocked,  pasture  wet  spots  previously  stirred  by  grazing  cattle 
now  stand  idle  or  have  grown  into  thick  underbrush,  increased 
building  often  causes  water  to  pool  elsewhere,  and  the  home 
owner  who  neglects  an  old  tire  or  tin  can  contributes  to  the 
problem  by  providing  habitat  for  mosquito  larvae. 

At  best,  spray  is  temporary  relief  and  not  a  solution  to 
the  problem.  I  have  advised  the  Selectmen  that,  although  my 
men  have  carried  out  the  operation  of  the  spraying  program, 
I  believe  the  community  can  best  be  served  by  appointment  of 
a  Mosquito  Control  Group  charged  with  study  and  recom- 
mendation regarding  the  underlying  causes  and  means  of  elim- 
ination of  the  problem  which  may  necessitate  a  regional  ap- 
proach. We  need  a  committee  so  effective  that  it  will  put  itself 
out  of  business.

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Dog  Officer's  Report 

Again  this  year  I  am  showing  a  comparison  for  the  year 
1975  against  the  year  1974.  For  the  past  3  years  there  has  been 
a  gradual  decrease  in  most  all  sections  of  the  dog  officer's  report 
which  shows  the  leash  law  is  taking  effect.  There  are  still  dog 
owners  that  let  their  dogs  run  free  and  unattended  who  are 
going  to  pay  through  the  court  if  this  practice  does  not  stop.  The 
leash  law  still  runs  12  months  a  year,  24  hours  a  day.  Keep  your 
dog  home  in  his  yard  so  he  doesn't  get  hit  by  a  car  and  be 
killed!  Then  you  do  not  have  to  explain  to  your  children 
why  their  dog  isn't  there  to  sleep  with  them  at  night. 

Second,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  get  complaints  that 
somebody's  dog  is  in  somebody  else's  yard,  then  I  ask  the 
person  complaining  to  appear  in  court,  then  I  get  the  answer, 
"Oh,  that's  my  neighbor's  dog  and  I  don't  want  to  take  them 
to  court."  I  can  see  the  reason  in  this,  but  I  cannot  do  any- 
thing but  hand  out  warnings  in  these  cases.  I  have  to  see  the 
violation  in  person  to  bring  the  dog  owner  to  court.  If  you 
want  to  stop  your  neighbor's  dog  from  getting  in  your  yard, 
getting  into  your  garbage,  chasing  your  cat,  or  jumping  on 
your  children,  then  you  have  to  help  me  by  appearing  in  court 
and  testifying. 

Third,  I  mentioned  last  year  about  tags  being  on  the 
dogs  at  all  times.  This  means  both  Rabies  and  Rye  Dog 
License  tags — this  is  a  State  Law.  All  dogs  3  months  old 
shall  have  a  Rabies  shot  and  will  be  licensed  in  the  Town  of 
Rye.  Any  dog  not  having  tags  that  is  picked  up  as  a  stray 
or  running  free,  may  be  destroyed  in  accordance  with  Article 
15  of  the  Town  Dog  Ordinance.  I  won't  go  to  this  ex- 
treme, but  it  could  happen.  Proof  will  have  to  be  shown 
before  the  dog  is  released  if  no  tags  are  on  the  dog  when 
picked  up.  Dog  licenses  are  due  May  1st  of  each  year  and  are 
delinquent  after  June  1st.  Avoid  a  $1.00  fine — pay  your  li- 
cense fee  before  June  1st. 

Last,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, the  Chief  of  Police,  and  the  members  of  the  Police 
Department  for  covering  all  complaints  while  I  was  recovering 
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from  a  back  operation  last  summer.  I  think  they  found  out  that 
being  Dog  Officer  is  not  the  easiest  job  around  and  it  is  the 
most  thankless.  You  can't  make  everyone  happy.

Waste  Disposal  Committee  Report 

The  solution  to  what  might  be  termed  our  most  press- 
ing problem  of  1975  is  at  hand.  Since  major  changes  in  both 
dump  location  and  procedure  are  involved,  a  separate  and  com- 
plete report  is  appropriate. 

A  possible  site  of  merit  at  the  corner  of  Breakfast  Hill 
Hill  Road  and  Route  1  owned  by  Jacob  Ciborowski  came  to 
our  attention  early  in  August  1975  and  request  for  a  hearing 
before  the  Special  Board  of  the  State  Highway   Department 
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was  held  in  Rye  on  August  21,  975.  Following  this  hearing 
a  ten  day  period  provided  proponents  as  well  as  those  opposed 
to  justify  their  positions.  My  letter  of  August  27,  1975  to 
John  L.  Oudens,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board,  will  provide 
background: 

Dear  Sirs: 

Please  consider  the  following  as  a  letter  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing permission  to  operate  a  sanitary  landfill  in  Rye,  New 
Hampshire,  under  R.S.A.   249-B    (junk  yard  permits)  : 

For  the  past  several  years  it  has  become  increasingly  ap- 
parent that  the  capacity  of  our  present  landfill  would  be 
reached  long  before  the  time  of  estimates  made  a  decade  ago. 
Search  for  a  new  dump  area  was  initiated  in  earnest  approxi- 
mately fourteen  months  ago  under  the  assumption  that  the 
dump  could  be  moved  to  another  site  within  the  same  pit  area. 
However,  the  task  suddenly  became  both  more  difficult  and 
urgent  with  the  discovery,  by  engineers  employed  by  the  Rye 
Water  District,  in  August  of  1974  of  a  major  source  of  ex- 
cellent water  adjacent  to  the  present  dump  site  which,  accord- 
ing to  state  standards,  cannot  be  developed  until  closure  of 
that  dump. 

A  Dump  Study  Committee  composed  of  nineteen  mem- 
bers which  included  Selectmen,  members  of  the  Planning 
Board,  Conservation  Commission,  and  Budget  Committee, 
interested  citizens,  and  myself  as  Highway  Agent  was  formed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  study  sites,  methods,  and  possi- 
ble projections.  This  committee  met  as  often  as  once  a  week  for 
a  year  to  research  the  problem  via  speakers  such  as  Tom 
Sweeney  of  the  State  Water  Resources  and  Pollution  Dept., 
Jim  Hayden  from  the  Federal  Soil  Conservation  Dept.,  and 
engineer  Malcolm  Chase  in  reference  to  recycling,  plus  reports, 
workshops,  and  field  trips  to  several  Mass.  communities  as 
well  as  Nottingham  and  Durham,  New  Hampshire. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  this  committee  that  our  first  pri- 
ority must  be  to  move  the  present  landfill  operation  as  quickly 
as  possible  in  order  to  protect  the    newly    discovered    water 
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source  while  investigation  had  shown  that  far  more  time  and 
study  should  be  undertaken  prior  to  development  of  plans 
for  incineration  (or  recycling)  due  in  part  to  the  large  percent- 
age of  incinerator  "down"  time  encountered  in  every  town  ob- 
served. 

Simultaneously  with  study,  search  for  a  new  dump  loca- 
tion was  undertaken.  Due  to  the  excessive  amount  of  marsh 
land  and  swamp  within  the  Town  of  Rye  plus  a  relatively 
high  water  table,  the  search  has  been  both  time  consuming  and 
frustrating.  At  least  five  areas  have  shown  promise  until  test 
pits  were  dug  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Sweeney.  All  avenues 
appeared  to  be  exhausted  when  the  area  now  before  you  for 
consideration  came  to  our  attention  through  examination  of 
lands  upon  which  the  Town  has  a  tax  lien. 

This  area  has  most  of  the  qualities  for  which  we  have 
searched: 

1.  Sufficient  area — approximately  eight  acres,  which  would 
provide  allowance  for  landscaping  to  conform  to  the 
Highway  Beautification  Act  in  addition  to  space  for  sanitary 
landfill  operation. 

2.  Small  pit  now  exists  on  the  property. 

3.  Sufficient  gravel  to  cover  one  section  as  another  is  pre- 
pared. 

4.  Properly  managed,  land  would  increase  in  value. 

5.  Short  transport  distance  from  any  point  in  Rye. 

6.  Could  be  operational  almost  immediately  upon  approval. 

7.  Owner  willing  to  sell,  thus  averting  possible  eminent 
domain  procedures. 

8..  No  private  homes  abut  the  proposed  site — a  Business 
A  Zone,     and 

9.  Preliminary  test  pits  dug  under  Mr.  Sweeney's  super- 
vision were  favorable. 

One  drawback  deserves  consideration.  The  landfill  site  is 
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situated  across  Route  1  from  the  major  portion  of  the  Town 
of  Rye  at  an  intersection  which  at  the  present  time  is  an  area 
of  concern  being  studied  by  both  state  and  local  highway  au- 
thorities. I  have  advised  the  Rye  Board  of  Selectmen  that,  if 
this  site  is  approved,  in  order  to  both  manage  the  landfill 
operation  efficiently  and  to  curtail  the  amount  of  traffic,  added 
to  this  intersection,  the  landfill  should  either 

1.  Complete  municipal  pickup     or 

2.  A  combination  of  municipal  and  private  pickup 
rather  than  an  open  dump  facility  as  at  present.  It  should 
be  noted  that  we  plan  to  continue  to  operate  our  present 
stump  and  brush  dump  which  will  remain  open  to  resi- 
dents. 

In  conclusion,  I  consider  this  site  to  be  a  near  perfect 
solution  to  our  dual  problem  of  rubbish  disposal  and  water 
protection.

Preliminary  approval  of  the  location  was  granted  Septem- 
ber 4,  1975,  with  issuance  of  a  license  to  operate  dependent 
upon  approval  of  the  Division  of  Public  Health,  the  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Roadside  Development  based  upon  four  factors — sat- 
isfactory test  borings,  complete  screening,  an  acceptable  plan  of 
operation  including  resolution  of  the  traffic  problem,  and 
proof  of  ownreship  or  lease. 

Test  borings  did  not  reveal  any  water  at  the  required 
depth  and  did  disclose  gravel  of  such  quality  as  to  be  suitable 
for  both  landfill  cover  and  road  building.  Screening,  in  the 
form  of  earth  berm  and  fence,  will  conform  to  the  federal-aid 
primary  route  requirements  of  the  Highway  Beautification  Act 
of  1965.  Due  to  location  of  the  new  dump  across  Route  1, 
access  will  be  limited  to  the  two  present  commercial  rubbish

collectors  and  two  Town  of  Rye  vehicles  assigned  to  the  dump. 
These  Town  vehicles  will  alternate  at  the  collection  site,  our 
present  stump  and  brush  dump,  and  transport  waste  materials 
as  required.  Lease  agreement  with  Mr.  Ciborowski  was  not 
finalized  until  January  14,   1976. 

By  the  time  you  receive  this  report,  site  work  at  both  the 
collection  point  and  the  new  dump  should  be  underway.  Be- 
fore completion,  appropriate  landscaping  and  screening  will  be 
provided  at  both  areas  and  a  modest  volunteer  recycling  pro- 
gram may  be  initiated  at  the  brush  dump-collection  site.

A  Geochron  World  Clock  was 
purchased  with  the  Leland  Giard  Fund  and  installed  before 
Library  Week. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  Lorraine  Cameron, 
have  been  active.  An  old  time  silent  movie  was  shown  during 
Library  Week,  complete  with  popcorn  and  audience  participa- 
tion. On  the  4th  of  July  a  Food  Sale  was  held  and  the  Con- 
ference room  was  open  with  a  Bicentennial  display. 

Thanks  goes  to  the  Garden  Club  for  raking  the  lawn  and 
general  beautification  for  Memorial  Day. 

The  Conference  Room  continues  to  be  a  popular  place  with 
nearly  every  day  and  evening  being  reserved  by  different  or- 
ganizations. The  Cub  Scouts  displayed  their  annual  decorated 
Christmas  tree  and  the  Driftwood  4-H  members  displayed  their 
exhibits  to  local  fairs. 

Children's  story  hours  are  still  Wednesday  mornings,  un- 
der Helen  Philbrick,  and  this  year  two  nursery  schools  are  at- 
tending.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 

The  total  book  value  of  all  funds  held  by  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  is  $351,027.79.  The  market  value  of  all  invest- 
ments as  of  December  31,   1975  was  $353,926.34. 

A  total  amount  of  $2,979.80  was  paid  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Rye  Public  Library  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  other 
uses  as  specified  by  the  individual  trusts.  The  total  funds  for 
the  Library  were  increased  by  $100.00  with  the  addition  to 
the  Shirley  S.  and  Helen  S.  Philbrick  Fund. 

The  Cemetery  and  Dalton  Funds  contributed  a  total  sum 
of  $8,000.00  for  cemetery  payroll  expenses.  Other  mainten- 
ance costs  of  $2,858.28  were  also  paid  from  both  funds.  New 
cemetery  perpetual  care  funds  were  added  in  the  amount  of 
$3,150.00. 

Under  the  heading  of  Miscellaneous  Funds  the  following 
changes  are  reported:  An  additionaal  deposit  of  $3,600.00  was 
made  to  the  Town  of  Rye  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  fire  truck.  At  present  this  account  has  an  ac- 
cumulated balance  of  $32,380.79.   A  deposit  of  $12,300.00 
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has  already  been  paid  on  the  new  truck 

An  addition  was  made  to  the  Rye  Conservation  Commis- 
sion Fund  of  $5,000.00. 

In  1970  the  Junior  Women  of  Rye  created  a  fund  to  be 
used  for  an  all  purpose  court  in  the  Rye  Recreation  area.  Each 
year  they  have  added  to  this  fund.  This  year  the  all  purpose 
court  was  constructed  and  the  following  expenses  were  paid:

A.  Whereas,  certain  areas  of  Rye  are  subject  to 
periodic  flooding  from  (Streams  and  Oceans) ,  causing  serious 
damages  to  properties  within  these  areas;  and 

Whereas,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally 
subsidized  flood  insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to 
require  the  recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  (and/or  mud- 
slide hazards  in  all  official  actions  relating  to  land  use  in 
the  flood  plain  areas  having  special  flood  (and/or  mud- 
slide) hazards;  and 
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Whereas  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt 
land  use  and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses 
pursuant  to  N.H.  RSA  Chapter  31,  36,  156,  156A, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this 
Town  Meeting  hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration 
that  it  intends  to  enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas 
having  defined  flood  hazards,  adequate  land  use  and  control 
measures  with  effective  enforcement  provisions  consistent  with 
the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program  Regulations;  and 

2.  Vests  (the  Planning  Board)  with  the  responsi- 
bility, authority,  and  means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his 
request,  in  delineating  the  limits  of  the  areas  having  special 
flood  hazards  on  available  local  maps  of  sufficient  scale  to 
identify  the  location  of  building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administretor 
may  request  concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of 
the  flood  plan. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State  and  local  agen- 
cies and  private  firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map, 
and  identify  flood  plain  or  mudslide  areas,  and  cooperate  with 
neighboring  communities  with  respect  to  management  of  ad- 
joining flood  plain  in  order  to  prevent  aggravation  of 
existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  com- 
munity's initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Adminis- 
trator on  the  progress  made  during  the  past  year  within 
the  community  in  the  development  and  implementation  of 
flood  plain  management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Inspector  to  maintain  for 
public  inspection  and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of 
elevations  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level) )  of  the  lowest 
floor  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially 
improved  structures  located  in  the  special  flood  hazard  areas. 
If  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  or  more  sides,  the 
elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must  also  be 
recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within 
its  powers  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
objectives  of  the  program. 
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B:  Whereas,  the  Town  of  Rye  has  adopted  and  is 
enforcing  the  BUILDING  CODE  AND  ZONING 
ORDINANCE,    and 

Whereas,  Section  I;  3  of  the  aforesaid  prohibits  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  from  erecting,  constructing, 
enlarging,  altering,  repairing,  improving,  moving  or  demolish- 
ing any  building  or  structure  without  first  obtaining  a 
separate  building  permit  for  each  building  or  structure  from 
the  Building  Inspector,  and 

Whereas,  the  Building  Inspector  must  examine  all 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  construction  when 
application  is  made  to  him  for  a  building  permit. 

Now,  Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire,  in  Town  Meeting  assembled, 
as     follows: 

1.  That  the  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all 
building  permit  applications  for  new  construction  or  sub- 
stantial improvements  to  determine  whether  proposed  build- 
ing sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  pro- 
posed building  site  is  in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard, 
any  proposed  new  construction  or  substantial  improvement 
(including  prefabricated  and  mobile  homes)  must  (i)  be 
designed  (or  modified)  and  anchored  to  prevent  flotation, 
collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure,  (ii)  use  con- 
struction materials  and  utility  equipment  that  are  resistant 
to  flood  damage,  and  (iii)  use  construction  methods  and 
practices  that  will  minimize  flood  damage;   and 

2.  That  the  Planning  Board  shall  review  subdivision 
proposals  and  other  proposed  new  developments  to  assure 
that  (i)  all  such  proposals  are  consistent  with  the  need  to 
minimize  flood  damage,  (ii)  all  public  utilities  and  facilities 
such  as  sewer,  gas,  electrical,  and  water  systems  are  located, 
elevated,  and  constructed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  flood 
damage,  and  (iii)  adequate  drainage  is  provided  so  as  to 
reduce  exposure  to  flood  hazards;  and 

3.  That  the  Building  Inspector  shall  require  new  or 
replacement  water  supply  systems  and/or  sanitary  sewage 
systems  to  be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration 
of  flood  waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges  from  the 
systems  into  flood  waters,  and  require  on-site  waste  disposal 
systems  to  be  located  so  as  to  avoid  impairment  of  them  or 
contamination   from   them  during  flooding. 

ARTICLE  23.     To  see  if  the  Town   will     vote     to 
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authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  the  1946  fire  truck  after 
acceptance  of  the  new  truck  authorized  by  the  1974  Town 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE  24.  On  Petition  of  William  E.  Ashley 
and  10  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
following   ordinance: 

Effective  March  1,  1977  or  at  the  expiration  of  current 
terms  of  elected  members-at-large,  no  person  shall  serve 
as  an  elected  member-at-large  of  the  municipal  budget  com- 
mittee who  is  an  employee  of  the  Town  of  Rye  or  of  the  Rye 
School  District. 

Further,  no  person  shall  serve  as  an  elected  member- 
at-large  of  the  municipal  budget  committee  whose  mother, 
father,  wife,  husband,  son,  daughter,  sister,  brother,  mother- 
in-law,  father-in-law,  sister-in-law,  or  brother-in-law  is  an 
employee  of  the  Town  of  Rye  or  of  the  Rye  School  District. 

ARTICLE  25.  On  Petition  of  Judith  K.  Paterson 
and  20  others  to  see  if  the  town  will  direct  the  planning 
board  to  draw  up  a  comprehensive  oil  pipeline  code;  and 
until  such  time  as  said  code  is  adopted  by  the  town  the  con- 
struction of  oil  pipelines  through  or  within  the  town  of  Rye 
is  prohibited. 

ARTICLE  26.  On  Petition  of  Norwood  N.  Nelson 
and  20  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  accapt  the 
following  ordinance: 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  garage  building  located  be- 
tween numbers  51  and  63  South  Road,  Rye  Beach,  N.H. 
has  fallen  into  such  a  state  of  disrepair  as  to  cause  un- 
sightliness  as  well  as  a  fire  and  safety  hazard  to  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  the  owner  or  owners  have  not  responded  to  re- 
quests to  repair  it,  appropriate  legal  proceedings  be  initiated 
and  the  necessary  amount  of  money  be  appropriated  to  tear 
down  the  structure,  and  this  be  done  without  delay.  We 
request  that  a  minimum  of  $850.00  be  allocated  in  the 
budget  for  this  purpose. 

(This  Article  not  approved  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  27.  (a)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee  and 
pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto,  and 

(b)  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 
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ARTICLE  28.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may   legally  come  before  this  meeting.
